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Our Government 

— How It Operates 

By William Bruckart 

THE DEPARTMENT OF 

JUSTICE j 

T here is one characteristic of the 
American people that constitutes j 
something of a puzzle to me. When¬ 
ever they hnve dealings with tbelr 
government that result In dl-sagree 
ment, they simply rebel against a 
compromise. They want to go to 
court and fight It 

That reference, of course, Is to 
civil matters. Criminal charges of 
which the government necessarily Is 
the prosecutor occupy a different 
status. In theory, there may be no 
compromise In this respect 
Since the government must protect 
Its own rights ns well as prosecute In¬ 
dividuals who violate the rights of 
others. It Is readily seen that It re¬ 
quires a great law ofllce to look after 
the business of the distingul.shed 
client Uncle Sam. He really has an 
immen.se amount of litigation nnd In 
view of that fact ho has his lawyers 
scattered In every Important city In 
every state In the Union. They arc 
so distributed as to make them avail¬ 
able to the greatest number of peo¬ 
ple nnd thus avoid ns much e.xpense 
to the Individuals nnd to the govern¬ 
ment ns may be, since It would be Im¬ 
possible to place them In every com¬ 
munity. 

The government's law ofllce, the De¬ 
partment of Justice with a cabinet 
member, the attorney general of the 
United States, at Its head, naturally 
has to hnve Its headquarters In Wash¬ 
ington. The attorney general Is Just 
like the general attorney for a rail¬ 
road or a bunk or any other organi¬ 
zation. He Is the legal adviser to 
the I’realdent of the United States, 
among his other duties, nnd repre¬ 
sents the United States In every mat¬ 
ter la which the United States has 
an Interest. He, or one of his repre¬ 
sentatives, represents the United 
States Ilkewl.se whenever penal stat¬ 
utes are lnvoke<I against anyone who 
transgresses the law of the land. 

There Is no better way to show the 
varied interests with which this Im¬ 
mense law ofllce Is concerned than to 
set out Its ndndnlstrntlve organiza¬ 
tion for handling the vast amount of 
work. 

The attorney general, of course. Is 
the boss. His right-hand man Is the 
solicitor general of the United States, 
who appears In behalf of the attorney 
general at all times la the Supreme 
Court of the United States. There Is 
an a.sBlstant to the attorney general, 
an ofllce created especially to deal 
with one typo of prosecution, namely, 
the anti-trust law violator. 

Seven assistant attorney generals 
serve In their respective fields with 
more or less limited subjects that 
they may become specialists In their 
work. One of them deals exclusive¬ 
ly with questions Involving tax laws 
and enforcement of prohibition; a 
second devotes his time to defending 
the government's Interests In the 
United States court of claims where 
Uncle .Sam Is alwa.vs a defendant and 
never a complainant In suits for 
money; a third has an assignment of 
work In connection with admiralty 
litigation and foreign relutioiis as 
well as much of the tlimiiclal con 
troversles In which the government Is 
concerned; a fourth docs nothing hut 
consider the government's rights In 
land matters, and with the meinory 
of ell scandals still in mind the Job 
embraces great detail; a flflh assist¬ 
ant attorney general Is the ofllclul 
criminal prosecutor of the great law 
ofllce; a sixth Is a highly trained law¬ 
yer In matters of customs, the laying 
of duties at the customs houses, njv 
[)ralsements of merchandise and such 
like, and the other oSIclal of this 
class seems to be the general super¬ 
intendent, for It Is he who watches 
over the scores of United States at¬ 
torneys who represent Uncle Sam In 
their respective Jurisdictions through¬ 
out the country. 

It must be remembered, however, 
that before the automobile thief or 
the bootlegger Is convicted, there must 
he evidence to satisfy a court and a 
Jury that the defendant Is guilty. Se 
this law ulllcc has a group of highly 
trained Investigators who do nothing 
hut run down criminals and gather 
evidence. 

The Deiiartment of Justlee now has 
eharge of enforcement of the prohlhl- 
thin laws, too. 

But the policy of the government Is 
to look after Its citizens who have 
been found guilty of law violation, 
and the attorney general Is charged 
with that duty us well. He man¬ 
ages, through Ills subordinates, of 
course, every penal nnd correctional 
Institution operated by the federal 
government, and In connection with 
them carries out the national policy 
of trying to make better citizens out 
of violators before they are released 
again Into society. There Is a parole 
system and uu urruugeiueiit fur [uir- 
dons, the latter a matter left to the 
President, and constant attention is 
given to means of Improving those 
prisoners who will accept Instruction 
as a means of e<iulpplng them to earn 
a llvellhooil without resorting to 
crime. 

The courts, of course, i)rovlde the 
nmchlnery tliroiigh which much of the 
r>epnrlmeut of Justice work Is accom- 
plisheil, hut the Judiciur.v constitutes 
the Hill'd hriiiu'h of the goveriiuieut 
and ought to he treated aside from 
the evcciillvc estahllshment of which 
the guverimieut's law ulllcu Is a part.

HUNTING THE MARKETS 

I P IS milriie to siiy that commeros 
knows no harriers, yet It must b* 
e.\plnlned that It knows no harrier Iih 
K ofur as the ageold law of supply an4 
demand Is concerned. Where the de- 
innnd Is siifllcient, there commeree w® 
flow Just as surely as water seeks Ua 
own level. 

Hence, a great commercial and 1»- 
diistrlal people, If they are to reiiiah* 
BO. must he kept ncqimlntcd wltli 
where thnt demand Is, Unless thef 
are apprised, and apprised quickly of 
the existence of a market, there is a 
very real danger thnt some enterpris¬ 
ing group elsewhere will become tb« 
early bird that catches the worm. 
Without fear of contradiction. 1 
think It cun he said, the fact that 
American ex|iort trade has capture^ 
so much of the world trade has heea 
attributable to the ever watchful ey» 
of the bureau of foreign ami dotpestle 
commerce. In this unit of the great 
Department of Commerce has centcreil 
the work of keeping a finger on tte 
world's business pulse. It has Unowm 
the Intimate heartbeat of many a lit¬ 
tle-known trade corner; It has kee« 
Informed by letter, by cable, by raJn^ 
of what those needs are, or are r%r 
pected to be. The Information It lisa 
gained has hi-en quickly spread to all 
Interested parties In this country. 

For Instance, regularly the btirnia 
makes public reports from the riililmr 
estates of Ceylon. With equal regn- 
Inrlty, It reeeivos and disseminates 
latc.st details of the Brnilford waat 
prices. Again, It receives ami pa ana 
to the trade here the facts about tJi* 
newest tariff decrees of every coutitty 
thnt occupies a position of Importaaca 
In our e.xport market, ami that Jsst 
about covers the entire world. 

Taking things chronologically, let aa 
examine first Into the metliod.s em¬ 
ployed by the government In gt tiia« 
this Inforiunllon, leaving to other irtt- 
cles later an exposition of what la 
done with the facts by the hnrenii sat 
hy the citizens of the nation for wtieas 
they are gathered. 

There Is what Is called !n a gcneval 
term, the foreign service of the UoUxd 
States. That corps comprises repre¬ 
sentatives of the Department of f-iitm 
as well ns the Department of Com¬ 
merce. The Department of Commeree 
men, obviously, afe trade men. Thom 
of the State department may net be 
80 classified, for some of them—inaey 
of them. In fact—have tluT duJlaa 
that are more Important o the cTam- 
tlve department which they serve. 

In every Important capital, there (e 
an ofllclnl attached to the emhus.-y er 
legation who Is called a coianifrciel 
attache. In addition, there Is sta¬ 
tioned at same post a trade cr-Luinhe- 
sloner. Tlie former Is a State d.-irirf- 
ment man, while the latter If s 
what his title Implies, Trade cotr.vifa- 
sloners are assigned r.s well to I’-uy 
commercial nnd Indii'-trhil cemers. 

In nihlltlon to nil of those meuC: -nl, 
there are consuls nnd \lce consala 
galore, lllerully scores of them. 

Each of lliese Individuals has '.eea 
trained to examine the economic -in-J 
financial conditions of the tc ' Oury 
under his supervision; each has .>»«*>- 
looked no 0 |iportunlty to study Che 
trade needs, the market poteutlal-ClsaA. 
and appraise the problems rehui-t Ei» 
the selling of American products an>I 
buying for .American eonsumirtinii. 

They will know, for example, wlnteii- 
cr the railways of Brazil are going w 
need additional rubber hose for .ws- 
songer car cleansing, whether the Isail 
tax in Spain Is going to work a faari- 
shlp on holdings there of Amerinsa 
corporations, whether the teak 
duetion of Siam is rising or declialis, 
or whether sgme nation Is promotiigB 
an iadustry of moment In the proJor- 
tlon of carbon black or other chun*- 
cal. 

To show another pliuse of utalr 
work, let me call to r.ttentloa a 
specific Instance. The Spanish th.'oar 
was tottering. .American Investi-.eala 
In Spain, while not ns large ae rSaty 
are la some other countries. ;np- 
prouelie<l .$'J0(),(HK),(X)0.

The trade commissioner .tail 
the consuls were sending (hiily 'li»- 
patches to Washington, relating er.-ry 
development on which they could g^us 
Information. AVhen the luonarcl'.*’ fell 
and a de facto government was s t nji, 
those dispatches did not cease, ta- 
deed, they came faster than ever. TYa 
result was that ofilclals of the Diqiiit- 
ment of Cuuuuerce knew almost la- 
stuntly what dIRloultles faced tba. 
American Investor, the .Amerlcar -es- 
portcr or the American Importer 
let It be said here that tli 'y hmt a 
veritable deluge of Inquiries conreirc- 
tng them.
